nese launched a strong attack on the 
Lini sector Monday, precipilating a bat- 
tle in which they apparently are de- 
termined to avenge the stinging de- 
feats suffered recently at the hands of 
the Chinese in central China. 


Japs Prepare Drive 


SHANGHAI, China—W—Japanese 


forces Monday set the stage in South- 
ern Shantung province for what for- 
eign military observers believed might 
be an offensive eclipsing anything in 
Spain and comparable only to the 
major drives of the World war. 


Rankled by the recent defeat at 


Taierhchwang and no longer under- 
estimating the Chinese central front 
resistance, Japan was believed ready 
now to strike in an extensive effort 
to win in one big push. 


There were still other factors in her

Its purpose was an investigation of racketeer inj? and its 


political ramifications. Among- the indictments it returned 
were those against. J. Richard (Dixie) Davis and 11 of his 
alleged associates in the policy racket, In the process of doing 
this and similar work the members of the jury had held 56 
meetings and questioned approximately ISO witnesses.

Cook, and District Attorney Thomas E. Dewey expressed their 
deep gratitude to the jurors for their service at the time of 
the jury's discharge.
